WASHINGTON (UPI) — Dr. 
Kenzo Takayanagi, chairman of 
the Japanese constitutional in- 
vestigation commission, said 
Monday he now is convinced 
that Gen. Douglas MacArthur's 
headquarters did not use any 
threats against Emperor Hiro- 
hito to force acceptance of a 
liberal Constitution in 1946, 

Takayanagi said he is accept- 
ing the word of a former occu- 
pation headquarters official, Al- 
fréd Rodman Hussey, on this 
point. Hussey, one of the atu- 
thors of the MacArthur draft 
Constitution, Was present at 
meetings when it was discussed 
with Japanese officials in Febru- 
ary 1946. The Takavanagi group 
met with Hussey Friday and 
again Monday night. 

Former State Minister Joji 
Matsumoto had quoted Maj. Gen. 
Courtney Whitney as threaten- 
ing that the Emperor's security 
could not be guaranteed if the 
MacArthur plan were rejected.

But in ratio to the national 
income per capita, the compari- 
som shows 57 per cent for the 
United States, 55 per cent for 
the United Kingdom and as 
high as 106 per cent for Japan. 

Admittedly, the low cost of 
some Japanese textiles and 
some other lines of Japanese 
merchandise has given rise to 
criticism in the European anc 
United States markets, but the 
reason for their low cost is. a 
problem predestinedly inherent 
in the Japanese economy. It is 
excessive competition at home 
brought on by the pressure of 
a big population on a small ter- 
ritory. 

It is not right to connect 
this fact with the so-called low 


wage scale in Japan.

Expected for 
Lifting Arms 
Bans on Bonn 


NEW YORK (AP)—The New 
York Times said Tuesday “The 
United States has decided to sup- 
port proposal to eliminate some 
of the restrictions on West Ger- 
many’s military forces and its 
military manufactyres.” 


These proposals, it said, are 
expected to come before the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiz- 
ation when foreign and defense 
ministers meet in Paris in Dec- 
ember, 


The Times story from Wash- 
ington added: 


“The United States has also 
scheduled for delivery to West 
Germany next month several 
missiles that can be fitted with 
conventional or nuclear war- 
heads, 


“The West Germans will get 
only the conventional type of 
missiles, but the United States 
will hold in reserve the nuclear 
warheads, as in arrangements 
with other members of the 
North Atlantic alliance.” 


The Times recalled restric- 
tions on West German arma- 
ments were included in the 
Paris treaties of 1956. These 
granted the Bonn Government 
sovereignty—in the absence of 
an all-German peace treaty. 


“The lifting of the restrictions 
is intended chiefly to reinforce 
West German naval forces in 
the Baltic with antisubmarine 
vessels,” the Times dispatch 
said, 


“However, a greater German 
role in patrols in the Atlantic 
Ocean, and ground forces’ rein- 
forcement with tanks and other 
weapons also is foreseen.” 


* The Western allies, said the 
Times, are expected to approve 
these proposals. 


The report said Germany will 
buy the missiles, whereas other 
countries have received similar 
ones aS grants in aid.

Compromise Hoped 
In Space Debate 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
—An:.army of small nations 
pressed a last effort Tuesday to 
head off a Soviet boycott of an 
outer space committee by seek- 
ing an East-West compromise 
before the General Assembly 
takes final action on the issue. 

A parade of the smaller coun- 
tries appeared for some new 
accord Monday night after the 
U.S.’s S81-nation Political Com- 
mittee voted for a U.S.-hbacked 
20-nation resolution to set up 
the study group along Western 
specifications, despite Russia's 
threat to boycott it. 

The committe voted 54-9 with 
18 abstentions to create an 15- 
nation committee that would 
pave the way for a permanent 
U.N, body on exploration of 
outer space for peaceful pur- 
poses, 

Any hope of compromise 
seemed remote when the com- 
mittee rejected a last minute 
proposal by India, Burma and 
the United Arab Republic to 
bring the United States and Rus- 
sia together again in private 
talks in an effort to break the 
East-West deadlock.

Jellyfish Shoot Up 
Yellow-Tail Price 


SHIMONOSEKI (K yodo)— 
Officials of the Shimonoseki 
branch of the Taivo Fishery Co 
yesterday predicted that the 
price of vellow-tails would sky- 
rocket this Winter because of a 
sudden appearance of a huge 
echool of king-size jellyfish in 
Japanese waters. 


Yellow-tails. taste best in win- 
tor. 

The giant jellyfish, weighing 
up to 150 = kilograms JOO 
pounds), have heen eating sar- 
dines, mmackerel, mullet and 
other fish, which are the fa- 
vored food of vellow-tails. 


The jellyfish are also damag- 
-ing stationary fishing nets as 
they migrate from the Japan Sea 
to the Pacific via the Tsuruga 
Strait, the fishery officials said.

LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter)—With less than a week 
to go before applications for the 1964 Olympic Games 
have to be in the hands of the Chancellor of the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee in Lausanne, only two 


cities, Tokyo and Detroit have 
Officially applied for them— 
though Vienna says she wili do 


It is not thought there will 
be any further applications 
though there must always be a 
possibility that the USSR wilil 
put in a bid for Moscow before 
the deadline at midnight, local 
time, Nov. 30. 

Tokyo must be considered as 
a warm favorite to get this 
Olympiad when the congress of 
the IOC meets In Munich next 
May to make the choice. 

There are several sound rea- 
sons for this contention, The 
overwhelming one perhaps Is 
that neither Detroit nor Vienna 
can be regarded as dangerous 
rivals if the [f0C members 
choose by their general accept 
ed pattern of spreading the 
Games, and intense lobbying 
does not result in an “illogical” 
choice, 

Japan has never 
Olympiad. The Games have 
never been held in the Asian 
continent, though they have 
been staged in those of North 
America, Australia and Europe, 

Of the other three, South 
America has not applied, Africa 
is not likely ever to apply and 
Antarctica is out of the ques- 
tion. 

A European city, Rome, holds 
the Games in 1960 and for that 
reason Vienna can hardly ex- 
pect to get those of 1964, espe- 
cially as the Austrians are bid- 
ding even more strongly to get 
the Winter Olympics of | that 
year in Innsbruck. They will 
probably get these but not the 
Summer Games. 

As for Detroit, another Amer-

Government circles expressed

U.N. : 


Collective Security 


Misused Term Mirrors World Body’s Failure to Play Its Role 


This is the ninth and last in a 
series of articles by Kivoaki Murata 
on the United Nations, which was 
started on U.N. Day, Oct. 24.— 
Editor. 


A glaring example of distor- 
tion of the meaning of a word 
and the resultant confusion 
with regard to the U.N, is “col- 
jective security.” 

The term has been so loosely 
used, both consciously and un 
consciously, by political leaders, 
the mass media and even 
scholars in the field that its 
“new” meaning seems to have 
come to stay. On the other 
hand, the situation has served 
to bemuddle the real issues in- 
volved in man’s attempt at in- 
ternational organization for the 
maintenance of peace. 

Collective security in its 
original sense was a concept 
acivanced 40 years ago primarily 
by Woodrow Wilson, the chief 
architect of the League of Na- 
tions which was designed to 
provide just that—collective 
security, 

During the subsequent de- 
eades and particularly in the 
post-World War II era, how- 
ever ,the term has been used 
with increasing frequency to 
mean a system of security by 
military alliance. Today, the 
prevalent practice is to refer to 
it as a “collective security” 
system, 

Distinction Vital 

Of course, the nature of lan- 
guage being what it is, man can 
use a word in any sense he de- 
sires. But in the instance of 
collective security, the distinc- 
tion between the “original” and 
“new” meanings is highly im- 
portant because they are fun- 
damentally different despite the 
seerning similarities, 

As of the time of the germi- 
nation of the concept, collective 
security was meant to be a de- 
liberate replacement of the old 
system of alliances, which had 
proven ineffective for maintain- 


ing peace. It was in fact not 
oniv basically irreconcilable 
with but also antithetical to 


the stock device of international 
polities of the 18th and 19th 
centuries. At least in principle, 
the league was to+sbe the first 
attempt at resorting to the use 
of the new concept in an era in 
which, as Wilson put it, the 
game of balance of power was 
“forever discredited.” 

The differences between the 
two systems are many and im- 
portant. A collective security 
system signifies that it is a sys- 
tem for providing security 
through collective — or to be 
more explicit, universal—means, 
Its effectiveness as a device for 
the maintenance of peace de- 
pends on the certainty of col- 
lective action to frustrate ag- 
eression, both before and after 
its Outbreak, and give assurance 
to the potential victim the 
knowledge that the resources 
of the community of which it 
is a member will be mobilized 
against the wrongdoer. 


Piedge of Members 

Whereas the usual military 
alliance is a group of states 
seeking security by banding to- 
gether against a potential en- 
emy outside their own commu- 
nity, collective security is a 
pledge of the members of com- 
munity to put down any trouble- 
maker which might arise among 
their own ranks. 

The doctrine of collective sec- 


urity as such, however, involves. 


numerous requirements, both 
moral and material, to be met 
in order that the system works 
effectively. For instance, a 
basic condition is that all states 
which are party to such a sys- 
tem must be willing to entrust 
their security to it. They must 
accordingly pledge that they 
would not try to settle an in- 
ternational dispute, after all 
measures short of war have fail- 
ed, by a local military conflict 
of its own. 

Also they must be prepared 
to he absolutely impartial in 
their vow and determination to 
earry out joint action against

selves, There must be no pre- 
determined or hypothetical 
enemies or allies. Nation A, 
which may be traditionally 
friendly to Nation B, must, 
when called upon by a decision 
of the collective security com- 
munity to do so, contribute its 
armed strength to a collective 
sanction against the latter. 

Among the material require- 
ments, a sine qua non is that 
none of the members of the 
system must have a preponder- 
ant military potential. That is 
to say, the strength of all the 
states minus one—the aggres- 
sor—must be, when martialled 
together, overwhelmingly strong 
against that of the object of the 
sanction, 

Regional Setup 

When the U.N. is viewed 
against the background of these 
theoretical considerations, it be- 
comes manifest that the world 
organ, as both its structure and 
its experience of 13 years show, 
is not qualified to be the pro- 
vider of collective security. Be- 
cause of the advent of the two 
superpowers and the consequent 
bipolarization of the world 
coupled by the development of 
superweapons since the incep- 
tion of the U.N., it is, even bar- 
ring the Security Council veto, 
patently impossible for it to take 
an effective military action 
against either of the two major 
powers, 

It is because the U.N, 
proven impotent in providing 
collective security that = two 
prominent tendencies have 
arisen in the course of recent 
history of the U.N. One is the 
increasingly important role 
played by the General Assem- 
biy, which was as the charter 
reads assigned to a back seat. 
The other is the dependency of 
the member states to rely on 
regional defense arrangements, 
such as NATO, SEATO and the 
bilateral treaties both the U.S, 
and the USSR now have with 
their allies. 


ncatbiinsiaien Term 

Despite the cause, namely, 
the “regional arrangements” 
have arisen because the U.N. 
itself cannot ensure collective 
security, they have often been 
referred to as systems for 
“collective security.” The 
epithet, however, is a euphe- 
mism at best for systems which 
are little different in principle 
from the conventional military 
alliances. 

The curious situation may be 
explained by a number of pos- 
sible reasons. Firstiv, the lea- 
ders of the states which have 
concluded these regional agree- 
ments were loath to admit the 
failure of the U.N. as a provider 
of collective security. Secondly, 
they were probably equally 
loath to call the new systems 
“military alliances” because of 
the “immoral” nuances the term 
seemns to carry, Collective secu- 
rity has definitely been a 
fashionable term in the postwar 
era. 

Part of the reason for the 
misuse of the term is also found 
in the U.N, charter itself. Art. 
51 refers to “the inherent right 
of individual] or collective self- 
defense..."" What is meant here 
by “collective” is “multilateral” 
or “multistate” as against “indi- 
vidual” or “bilateral.” 

Relationship to U.N. 

Another point which should 
be made clear in regard ‘to the 
tendency toward regionalism 
is the relationship between the 
regional defense agreements 
and the U.N. Often it is said 
that such treaties were conc)ud- 
ed according to the provisions 
of Chapt. VIII of the charter, 
under the heading of “Regional 
Arrangements.” In the preface 
to a staff study on the U.N, 
U.S. Senator Alexander Wiley. 
the then chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, 
for instance, wrote in 1955: 

“, « « the urge of nations to- 
ward peace has been so strong 
that we have seen developed 
within the United Nations sys- 
tem other means to prevent 
war. Regional security ar- 
rangements like the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
and the Organization of the 


has 


American States have evolved 
to provide new means of keep- 
ing to peace in vast and im- 
portant areas of the globe.” 


To say that these “regional 
arrangements” have been de- 
veloped “within the U.N, sys 
tem” is highly misileacing. 
For when the charter was wril- 
ten its drafters did not anti- 
cipate the world © sitivation 
which has given rise to these 
defense arrangements. And as 
the wording in Art. 52, “noth- 
ing in the present Charter pre- 
cludes the existence of regional! 
arrangements or agencies” for 
regional security, seems to 
show the provisions were in- 
serted into the charter pri- 
marily to preserve the effects of 
the regional systems which 
were then in existence. To be 
specific, as of mid-1945, there 
were only two such systems, 
the inter-American peace sys- 
tem and the League of Arab 
States. 

Mixed Background 


That some of these regional 
self-defense agreements are not 
entirely in accord in principle 
with the kind of regional ar- 
rangements the charter provides 
for was pointed out by a charge 
by the Soviet Union against 
NATO that it is a “violation of 
the charter.” Technically, this 
is a correct assumption because 
the regional arrangement pro- 
visions in the charter are de 
signed for U.N, members only. 
And West Germany, a key NATO 
member, is not yet in the U.N. 
Likewise, the U.S.Japan Securt- 
ity Treaty, which is officially 
labeled by the states concern- 
ed as a “regional agreement” 
under the U.N. charter, wae a 
violation until two years ago 
when Japan was finally admit- 
ted to the world organization. 

Another indicator of the 
heterogeneous background of 
these “regional arrangements” 
in relation to the U.N, Is the 
Visible trend in the wording of 
the texts of the treaties as thev 
were concluded over a number 
of years, 

The first of these treaties to 
which the U.S. is a party, siga- 


ed after the founding of the 
U.N. is the Rio Treaty. [It ad- 
heres closely to the U.N. char- 


ter by specifically referring to 
the pertinent provisions. The 
North Atlantic Treaty, signed 
in 1949, however, refers only 
to Art. 51. of the charter, but 
not to Chapt. VII. The South- 
east Asia treaty, signed in 1954, 
while respecting the rights and 
obligations of its parties under 
the U.N, charter, makes no 
reference to an article. Thus, 
the trend, at least in phraseolo- 
gy, is that the “regional ar- 
rangements” seem to play de- 
creasing emphasis on their ties 
with the U.N. 


Hammarskjold’s Concern 


It was because of this trend 
that Secretary General Dag Ham- 
marskjold of the U.N, expressed 
concern in his eighth annual 
report to the U.N, by stating 
that while the use of regional 
agreements were to be encour- 
aged when appropriate, “where 
resort to such arrangements is 
chosen in the first instance, that 
choice should not be permitted 
to cast any doubt on the ulti- 
mate responsibility of the United 
Nations.” 

Another indication of the de- 
parture of these arrangements 
from the U.N, charter is that 
they contribute to increased 
armament, rather than reduc- 
tion of it as the world body is 
designed to strive for, 

Undesirable as these develop- 
ments may he, however, the sad 
fact is that the kind of world 
for which collective security 
would be a workable principle 
has long vanished,

Politics is a very inexact sci- 
ence. But there fs a rule which 
usually works. It is that about 
15 years after the end of a big 
war, there occurs a big political 
change marked by the passing 
of the war generation and the 
advent of the generation which 
had no responsibility for, even 
though it participated in, the 
war. 

Thus 15 years after the first 
World War, in 1933, Hitler came 
to power in Germany and 
Roosevelt In this country. Two 
vears earlier Japan inaugurated 
in Manchuria that series of 
military aggressions which 
marked the end of the settle 
ment of the first World War 
and led up to the second World 
War. The li-year rule can be 
seen at work after our Civil 
War and after the Napoleonic 
wars at the beginning of the 
19th century. 

There Is no mystery or magic 
about the lIsyear rule. It is 
founded in the fact that about 
15 vears after a war ends the 
leaders and commanders are no 
longer in their prime while the 
young men who did the fight-
